Behind the commonplace announcement 
that Henry Ettling was fined $10 and costs in 
the Second District Police Court this morn- 
ing by Judge Paxson for disturbing 
the peace of Mary Eftiing, there 
lurks a peculiar story of marital 
entanglements tinged with romance of a 
rather melancholy ‘variety.

Back in 1869, when he was a youth of 22, liv- 
ing on Eighteenth street, between Carr and 
Biddle streets, he married Miss Mary 
McGinn, a winsome lass of 18 who 
then resided on Sixteenth street, near Cass 
avenue, just opposite the O' Tallon School. 
They went to housekeeping in North st. 
Louls and lived happily together for eleven 
years, during which time five children were 
born to them, three since deceased, the two 
living being a boy of 20 and a daughter, 
aged 25, now Mrs. Lizzie Hausmon. 

HER SECOND MARRIAGE. 

After eleven years of married life, how- 
ever, Mr. and Mrs. Ettling concluded to 
separate. But Mrs. Ettling did more. she 
went to Chicago and there secured a divorce 
by default, it ts said. Then she came 
back here and about a year afterward mar- 
ried one Nicholos ammerschmidt. For 
eight years they breasted the tide of life 
together and four children, all now living, 
blessed the union, three of them 
boys. One da about years 
ago Hammerschmidt, it is said, 
committed suicide in an out-house 9 
their residence, after, itis alleged, he ha 
tried to shoot his wife.

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A MATTER OF WILL 

Councilman Kotany’s plan of prevent- 
ing extravagance by a charter amendment 
providing that all appropriations for city 
expenditures shall be made in one bill 
contains a grain of wisdom. But although 
it may discourage it will not stop extrav- 
agance. 

The division of the . appropria- 
tions into several bills is not the cause of 
extravagance but only a device to conceal 


— 


it and make it easy of accomplishment. 


There would be no extravagance, whether 
one or forty bills were passed, if there were 
no disposition on the ;art of the Munic- 
ipal Assembly to be extravagant and to 
favor jobs, 

The reason that the revenues of this city 
have been exhausted is because the As- 
sembly has recklessly wasted them in job- 
bery of various kinds. When money could 
not be raised for necessary improvements 
the offices were increased and the salaries 
of existing officers were raised. The bosses 
found no difficulty in getting their jobs 
through the Assembly. 

The Council cannot excuse ite shortcom- 
ings by pleading the ease with which ex- 
travagance may be covered up. Nor can it 
shift ite responsibility on the people by 
means of a vote on a charter amendment. 
The reform which Councilman Kotany ad- 
mits to be necessary by his resolution can 
be accomplished without amending the 
charter, if the Council wants it accom- 
plished, and if not, the charter amend- 
ment will do little good. 


DR. PARKHURST AND THE 5088. 


In his interview with the London cor- 
respondent of the Post-DispatcH Dr. 
Parkhurst expressed the opinion that 
**bossism was at an end in New York.’’ 

The doctor should not be too sure. As 
long as itis possible for private individuals 
to make money out of legislation or save 
money by defeating proposed legislation, 
the boss will have a natural place in 
politics, 

In the first case he appears as the ‘‘at- 
torney’’ of the syndicate asking franchises 
or privileges, in the second as the organ- 
liner and chief of a band of legislative 
blackmailers. Heis the man who knows 
the price of each one of the boys“ and 
who can makeatolerably accurate guess 
how much a corporation can be made to 
pay yearly for peace.“ Railway and 
telephone companies, gas men and electric 
lighting syndicates are alternately his 
clients and his victims, while for a smart 
consideration criminals of all classes may 
enjoy immunity W his costly good 
nature. 

In New York 8 and the Man- 
hattan Railway Co. have stood in the re- 
lation of attorney and client or black- 
mailer and victim for years, and the same 
thing can be said of other corporations de- 
pendent upon legislation for franchises or 
other privileges. In St. Louis a similar 
condition has prevailed for years and has 
been a notorious and acknowledged fact. 

The boss is a necessary part of the sys- 


tem of special legislation, and he will sur- 
vive as long as private profit can be made 


by act of municipal assemblies. When it 
is no longer possible for unearned fortunes 
to be acoumulated by individuals or syn- 
dicates out of the public values repre- 
sented by franchises and privileges the 
boss will find his occupation gone, and 
will, perhaps, be tempted into a useful 
and respectable career. 


THE MENACE OF RASH SURGERY. 


Dr. Thos, O' Reilly has done good ser- 
vies in calling attention of the Board of 
Health to the need of safeguards against 
the reckless use of the surgeon’s knife in 
the hands of ambitious and inexperienced 
medicos. 

There can be no doubt that many deaths 
are unnecessarily caused by ill-advised 
and unskiliful operations. Not only do 
the facts to which Dr. Reilly calle atten- 
tion indicate this, but it isa natural re- 
sult ot ordinary conditions. Nvery 
young surgeon is fired with more or less 
ambition to try his hand at a difficult 
operation, both for the practice it gives 
himand the fame he may gain thereby. 
He wants the record of a ‘beautiful 
operation’’ and an appendicitis or two 
dangling at his belt, 

Of course many are restrained from 
heedlessness by prudence and conscience. 
Mistakes are inevitable in the most skill- 
ful, but there is still a large margin of un- 


necessary fatalities caused by those who | 
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matter how unskilltul and reckless he may 


be, is the sole arbiter in this matter. The | 
operation may call for the highest combi- 


nation of gift, practice and knowledge 
Which is only found in one of a hundred 
physicians, and all of which he may lack, 


yet he is free to plunge the knife into the 


vitals of Kis patient. The least precau- 
tion urged by wisdom and prudence is con- 
tained in the suggestion that the approval 
of at least two physicians of standing be 
required in all operations involving cut- 
ting into vital parts.

STRIKE LEADERS. 
The charges of blackmail made against 


some of the labor leaders by the miners 


will do more than any other one thing to 
bring strikes into discredit. 

When the men cannot trust their own ad- 
visers they will resort to some other means 
of redress. If strikes are to be used by 
master workmen and national presidents 
as a convenient source of revenue, their 
usefulness, if they ever had any, will dis- 
appear. 

The wonder is that these charges have 
not been heard before. In every well or- 
ganized labor union almost implicit confi- 
dence mustof necessity be reposed in the 
managers. That this has not been exten- 
sively abused in the past speaks well for 
the character of the men engaged in the 
direction of these bodies, but when it be- 
comes possible for one man or group of 
men to ‘‘hold up’’ the whole country by 
paralyzing ite basic industry, the tempta- 
tion is likely to be too strong, and the 
charges made show that the workingmen 
themselves are alive to the danger.

Discussion Will Be Permitted—Work 
in the Ways and Means Committee 
General Washington Gossip. 


Wasnrecrox, D. C., June 19.—The tariff 
leaders of the House are preparing to handle 
the tariff bill expeditiously when it comes 
back to the House. No definite programme 
has as yet been arraged, but the plans have 
matured sufficiently to satisfy those in 
charge of the bill that there will not be 
another long drawn-out debate. If need 
be, a series of rules will be printed 
to close de ba te on the vari- 
ous schedules, and then a final rule to wind 
up the whole question. Such a course will 
be adopted, however, only in case the de- 
bate gives promise ot becoming intermin- 
able. It will not be used to Umit a reason- 
able discussion of the Sepate changes. 

Members of the Ways and Means Committee 
expect the bill to be returned to the House 
within the next ten days. Messrs. Turner 
and Tarsney of the committee say it will be 
back by Saturday or Monday next. It is ex- 
pected, bowever, that there will be several 
days’ delay after the bill passes the Senate in 
order that a careful revision of the Senate 
changes may be made and a new print of the 
bill issued. 

Representative Breckinridge of Arkansas. 
a member of the committee, says the first 
step.in the House on the receipt of the Dill 
will be to refer it to the Ways and Means 
Committee. This body will take several days, 
perhaps a weer, in carefully going over 
the Dill and determining on the policy to 


be adopted toward itin whole and in detail. 
Thus far there has been no desire to x a 
policy, as it was likely to beconstrued as 
improper influence onthe Senate. But with 
the Senate’s work complete, the House mem- 
bers will go over the bill in detail to see 
how far they will recommend an agreement 
with the Senate and to whatextent they 
will join issue with the Senate changes. The 
determination of the committee will be 
largely advisory to the House, but they are 
likely to fix the future programme of the 
conference. The committee will select the 
House conferrees to be commended to Speaker 
Crisp for hisappointment. . 

When the bill is only in conference frequent 
reports will be made to the House in such 
agreements as may be reached. some of the 
Ways and Means members say ten days will 
suffice for all agreements. Others are less 
sanguine and foresee the necessity ofa rule, 
or series of rules, to prevent another pro- 
tracted debate. 

Representative Outhwaite of the Rules 
Committee says there will be
